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COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR AT JQWANCE 



Sir: 



Responsive to the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, while applicant 
agrees with the reasons stated as to claim 1 , it is noted that claim 1 3 relates to a method and 
requires the steps of providing an input stage amplifier an output stage and an output load 
coupled to the output stage, the output stage comprising at least two switching elements, 
measuring a sensed value proportional to a current flowing from the an input stage 
amplifier to the an output load ; and producing a tri-state output of the output stage of the 
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amplifier using a control circuit responsive to the sensed value. These steps are also not 
taught or suggested by the cited prior art. 

Also, the feature of producing a tri-state output by activating a first switching 
element of the output stage until the current reaches a second threshold after exceeding a 
first threshold, activating a second switching element of the output stage until the current 
reaches a fourth threshold after exceeding a third threshold and deactivating the first 
switching element until the current exceeds the first threshold and deactivating the second 
switching element until the current exceeds the third threshold is not taught or suggested 
by the cited prior art. 
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
